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Billionaire Hughes Dies 


HOUSTON, Tex (AP) - Howard Hughes, 


the phantom financier who ruled a business 
empire valued at more than 12 billion from a 
series of secret hideaways, died Monday en 
route to a hospital here for treatment He was 
70 


The two doctors who accompanied Hughes 


from Mexico said he died about half an hour 
before his private Lear jet landed in Houston, 
according to spokesmen at Methodist 
Hospital 


Roger Sutton pilot of the air-ambulance, 


described Hughes as being emaciated, with a 
thin beard and long greyish hair "He was very 
wasted He was very, very pale ' 


"We've no idea" of the cause of death, 


hospital vice president Larry Mathis said 


"Today at 1 27 p m en route from 


Acapulco, Mexico, to Houston by air, Mr 
Howard R Hughes expired," another hospital 
vice president, Ed McLellan, said 


Hughes reportedly had lived at the Acapulco 


Princess Hotel in the Mexican seacoast resort 
since early February Since 1970, he had lived 
in a series of tightly guarded hotel suites in 
North America, the Bahamas and London 


Hughes was a man of many passions — for 


power, perfection, pretty faces and fast 
planes But his greatest passion was for 
privacy 


He shunned publicity and had not been seen 


in public for two decades 


Despite his eccentric reclusion, his name 


made headlines around the world on several 
occasions in recent years 


In 1971, writer Clifford Irving announced 


that he was writing an authorized biography of 
Hughes A man who said he was Hughes, in a 
conference telephone call with reporters, 
denied he okayed the book Irving and his 
wife, Edith, went to prison for fraud 


Last year, Hughes' namo surfaced in dis- 


closures that the CIA had used his mystery 
ship, the Glomar Explorer, in an attempt to 
salvage a Russian submarine from the floor of 
the Pacific Ocean off Hawaii 


He left Nevada Thanksgiving Eve, 1970, 


after four years of residence in a guarded Las 
Vegas hotel room for a similarly guarded suite 
in the Bahamas, leaving behind orders to fire 
the boss of his gaming operations 


An ensuing court fight — in which his will 


prevailed and the firing was upheld — 
provided a rare public glimpse of his life 
Aides testified that Hughes lived in almost 
total seclusion, seen when necessary by only 
five persons — young, dedicated Mormons 


They relayed his orders to others 
Hughes was married secretly in 1957 to ac- 


tress Jean Peters and she announced in 1970 
she was seeking a divorce They had no 
children In 1971 she announced that she had 
remarried, having obtained the divorce 


He was sole owner of the Hughes Tool Co, 


keystone of his enterprises, which earned im- 
mense riches with a patented drill bit used all 
over the world 


The tool firm was parent to other enter- 


prises, including Hughes Nevada Operations, 
land in California and the Bahamas, 
Teleprompter which in turns holds cable TV 
interests, an aircraft division building 
helicopters His Nevada empire includes five 
hotels and seven casinos 


Bom Dec 24,1905 in Houston, Tex, Hughes 


plunged into the world of business at the age 
of 19 when his father, Howard Robard 
Hughes died and left him three-fifths interest 
in Hughes Tool Co The firm then was worth 
an estimated $850,000 and young Hughes later 
acquired the other two-fifths interest from 
members of the family 


By the time he was 60, financial experts had 


compiled this estimate of his holdings Hughes 
Tool Co, $500 million Hughes Aircraft Co, 
$300 million, TWA stock, $365 million, real es- 
tate in Culver City Calif .$150 million real es- 
tate in Phoenix, Anz, $100 million, holdings 
in Northeast Airlines and Atlas Corp $17 
million 


Hughes first rose to national prominence 


not as a financier but as a pilot, setting a speed 
record for land planes in 1935 and circling the 
globe m three days, 19 hours in 1938 


His love for planes led him to design bigger 


and better ones, and from this sprang the 


Hughes Aircraft Co of Culver City Calif, and 
Phoenix, Ariz, makers of helicopters, mis- 
siles Surveyor spacecraft and plane and 
rocket electronics 


Hughes survived four plane crashes His 


most serious injury was in 1946, when an XF11 
experimental photographic plane crashed in 
Los Angeles Hughes had a parachute but 
stayed with the plane in an attempt to land on 
a golf course He crashed instead into three 
homes and suffered critical chest injuries 


He flew a duplicate of the plane successfully 


a vear later 


Hughes designed or had a large part in 


designing major components of the XF11, the 
twin-fuselage P38 Lightning fighter the triple- 
tailed Constellation airliner used by TWA, the 
HI monoplane, one of the first with flush skin 
rivets, and a huge flying boat made of wood to 
surmount World War n aluminum shortages 


In 1947 Hughes was called before a Senate 


subcommittee investigating the flying boat 
nicknamed the Spruce Goose 
in which the 


government had invested $18 million 


He promised he could make it fly and a few 


months later did — for about a mile, skim- 
ming up to 70 feet above Long Beach, Calif, 
harbor The eight-story-tall craft, 320 feet 
across the wings and designed to carry 700 
soldiers across an ocean, never flew again 
HOWARD HUGHES . . . phantom financier dies.

Washington (UPI) - The 


Senate beginning action on a 
compromise food stamp reform 
bill, Monday rejected a proposal 
by Sen. Carl Curtis, R-Neb., to 
ban stamps for strikers. 


Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, D- 


Ga. leading backers of the com- 
promise bill, appealed for its 
passage without major change. 
He said it would drive non-needy 


people out of the program, while 
increasing benefits for the truly 
needy and still saving taxpayers 
about $630 miUion. 


Curtis, sponsor of an amend- 


ment to deny stamps to strikers, 
said it would save a further $50 
million and was needed to end 
what amounted to government 
favoritism to the labor side of in- 


dustrial disputes. 


Talmade, however, noted that 


Congress has rejected a striker 
ban in all past food stamp 
debates — and the proposal was 
buried on a 48-26 roll call vote. 


The Senate, before ending the 


first of several scheduled days of 
debate on the stamp bill, swept 
aside by similar wide margins 
several other Curtis efforts to 


limit stamp benefits. 


Curtis told a reporter that new- 


Agriculture Department es- 
timates indicate the bill — as 
brought to the Senate floor by 
Talmadge's Agriculture Com- 
mittee — would save "only a 
little" money instead of the 
previously estimated $630 
million.

Senate OKs Trip After Scolding

Humphrey," the Minnesota 
Democrat launched a stinging at- 
uck on the Ford administration 
ind an emotional appeal to put 
Americans back to work. 


Jackson, who said he hopes to 
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implement a $20-billion public 
works program to create jobs if 
he becomes president, received 
a warm reception from the hard- 
hat leaders whose industry 
currently suffers from a 16 per 
cent unemployment rate. 


But it was Humphrey, in an 


hour-long speech, who brought 
the house down, and clearly 
showed — as he often does 
before union gatherings — that 


he is organized labor's favorite. 


Humphrey disputed the ad- 


ministration's belief that the 
economy is well on the way to 
recovery, and noted that un- 
employment 
remains high. 


"Yet," he declared, "we'vegota 
government that stands there 
like a stunned ox, paralyzed in 
its own indifference, unwilling 
to do anything." 


The senator, who is staying 


out of the primaries but has said 
he is available for a draft at the 
Democratic 
convention, 


overshadowed Jackson in their 
separate appearances before a 
jobs conference of the AFL-CIO 
Building trades unions. 


"We built the country because 


we had courage and confidence 
and we can do it again and ought 
to do it now when it comes to 
our economy," said Humphrey.

* We would urge caution in taking literal­ 
ly allegations by interested parties to the 
dispute,” said Robert L. Funseth, the 
department spokesman. 
His comment was in response to charges 
by Lebanese leftist leader Kamal Jumblatt 
that Syrian forces had stepped in to halt the 
flow of arms ami ammunition to his side. 
At the Pentagon, meanwhile, in­ 
telligence sources said at least 2,000 Syrian 
soldiers have been in Lebanon for several 


weeks and that another battalion of some 
500 troops entered the country over the last 
few days. 
These reports are understood to have 
reached the State Department as well. 
L. Dean Brown, a retired American 
diplomat, remains in Beirut having talks 
with a ‘‘pretty broad spectrum” of 
Lebanese leaders, Funseth said. 


Brown reportedly met on Monday with 
Christian President Suleiman Franjieh, 
who clings to office while parliamentary 
forces jockey to choose a successor within 
the 10-day limit imposed by Jumblatt. 
On Capitol Hill, meanwhile, Under 
Secretary of State Joseph J. Sisco told a 
Senate committee that the United States 


has no plans for military intervention in 
Lebanon He declined to publicly discuss 
any details of U.S. diplomatic efforts. 
Senate Majority Lead« Mike Mansfield 
described the situation in Lebanon as 
"highly volatile, ex tremely dangerous.” 
Mansfield urged all Middle East powers to 
create a joint peace-keeping force to en­ 
force a truce. 
According to som e reports from 
Lebanon, the United States has pressured 
Israel to accept the presence of Saiqa 
troops — Palestinians armed and trained 
by Syria — in Lebanon and that many of 
them are assumed to be Syrian regulars. 
“We don’t have any confirmed evidence 
that these reports are correct," Funseth 
said.

the Supreme Court on Monday 
but will remain a free man 


Giving as usual DO reason, the 


court declined to review a deci- 
sion of the U S Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans 
reinstating Callev s 1971 court 
martial conviction 


Calley 32 who has been free 


on bail in Columbus Ga was 
reported en route to Spokane 
Wash, to make a speech 


His lawyer, J J Houston Gor 


don of Covington, Term , said in 
a telephone interview that the 
Army had assured him Callev 
' will be placed upon parole and 
will continue to live the life that 
he is presently living ' 


Calley will be placed on 


parole the Army said 


He had served all but 10 da\2 


of the one-third minimum of his 
10-jear sentence when a fedpral 
judge ordered him released on 
ba>l Nov 9, 1974 He had spent 
those three years under house

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Mobs Turn Violent In Peking Square

Peking China — Angry mobs 


Monday burned vehicles and 
tried to break into the Great Hall 
of the People on Peking s Tien 
An Men Square 


The mobs of tens of thousands 
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were apparently protesting the 
fact that wreaths put up to com 
memorate the late Chou En-lai 
had been taken Sunda\ night 
from the monument to the mar 
t>rs of the revolution in the 
center of the square 


The worst uolencp came Mon 


ddy morning when at least two 
joung men were badly beaten 
foreigners were chased and a 
huge crowd tried to break in the 
glass and bronze doors of the 
Great Hall but were repulsed by 
soldiers 


Later the crowds thnned but 


a large phalanx continued to oc 
cupv the steps of the monument 
as companies of troops — still 
unarmed — poured at the jogtrot 
out of the historical museum op- 
posite 


However the troops did not 


iflenene when the mob over 
turned a car originally identified 
as a military vehicle but later 
though' to be a civilian one 
Foreigners were prevented from 
approaching when the car was 
set on fire and the gas tank went 
up wth a tremendous boom

Monday afternoon two more 


vehicles were burning in the

The fire engine w h i c h 


succeeded in putting out the 
original blaze was stormed by 
rioters and was later seen 
damaged and out of commission 


Later in the day people began 


bnng'ig fresh wreaths to the 
monument and lined up to sing 
the Internationale the Com 
munist anthem in Chou s honor 


One of the young men who 


was beaten up Monday morning 
was said to be a student at 
T»inghua University who had 
said that Chou opposed Chair 
nan Mao Tse-tung during his 


lifetime The mob wired his 
hands and pushed him up and 
down the steps of the memorial 
until he was a bioodv and half 
naked mess This went on for at 
least 40 minutes 


So far no armed troops or 


special police have been called 
out to aeai with the riots but 
some militiamen and v.gilants 
hdd their armbands torn off and 
thrown in the air 


The rioting climaxed a 


weekend during which the 
emotional appeal of Choa s> 
name seems to be combined 
witn a popular backlash against 
the present campaign to unseat 
his expected successor Teng 
Hsiao-ping 


The campaign against Tcng is

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Henry Outlives Indispensability 
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The foreign policy debate thus far in 


the election year has been unimaginative 
and unpromising, with the major action 
featuring knee-jerk reactions of most of 
the presidential candidates to right wing 
(omplaimng. Most of what up until only 
months ago had been viewed as the most 
notable foreign policy achievements since 
the end of World War II are not only ap- 
parently out of style now but are judged to 
be dangerous foreign policy trends. 


Democratic candidate Sen. Frank 


<"hurch will be concentrating his cam- 
paigning here in Nebraska in coming weeks 
;.nd could bring a welcome new focus to 
the foreign policy area. Church's son, 
Forrest, said in Lincoln recently that so 
far. the discussion about foreign policy has 
been "limited to whether you are for or 
against Henry Kissinger." 


We think this is a fair assessment of 


the foreign policy debate thus far. 


The "Henry must go" sloganeering of 


the Reagans and Jacksons accomplishes 
nothing. Of course Henry will go, just as 
Ramsay Clark was destined to go if 
Richard Nixon won the election of 1968, 
which he did. and as most other cabinet 
members are destined to go with the 
passing of an administration. Few stay on. 
After eight years in two GOP ad- 
ministrations in which he served as 
national security advisor and secretary of 
state — and for a lengthy time, both — 
Henry will probably go. even should Presi- 
dent Ford win election in November. 


The point made that "Henry must go" 


is not worth making. 


Kissinger's problem is that he stayed 


too long and policy and the Kissinger per- 
sonality and approach became too closely 
identified. 


Super K outlived indispensability. In 


the final Nixon days, the resigning Presi- 
dent reportedly begged Kissinger to stay on 
for the good of the country. The new Presi- 
dent, awed by the power now his, begged 
Kissinger to stay for the good of the coun- 
try. Now everybody and his brother-in-law 
are asking the Nobel Peace Prize laureate 
and a principal architect of the world order 


who will earn historical recognition 
usually reserved only for the most powerful 
heads of state, to leave for the good of the 
country. 


In this case, it is probably true that 


familiarity breeds contempt. The more 
that is found out about the man, the un- 
easier people become. His arrogance with 
Congress, his habit of treating aides in a 
demeaning manner, his penchants for 
secrecy, intrigue as seen in his taping 
system and for personal diplomacy in 
which Kissinger and not the United States 
speaks or acts, his trait of backbiting and 
the fact that ego sometimes clouds judg- 
ment ali combine to tell us much more 
than we wanted to know about the man — 
and they also warp our judgment of his 
policies. 


Because, even if Kissinger is as eg- 


otistical, unstable and petty as he is 
brilliant and perspicacious, the ac- 
complishments are still tremendous and 
set down a proper pattern for the conduct 
of foreign affairs in the coming years. 


The opening to China, evenhandedness 


in the Middle East, and the attempts to 
deal rationally with the Soviets and 
recognize Third World aspirations — con- 
cepts perhaps not implemented as skillfully 
as they were conceived — were the most 
enterprising and decent foreign policies 
since the immediate post-war reconstruc- 
tion of a shattered world. 


The empty threats and the tendency to 


use overkill in dealings with relatively 
minor irritants such as Cambodia and 
Angola while being too timid at times with 
the Soviets are part of the Kissinger legacy, 
too. 


But his defining the major policy aims 


of the nation outweighs his faults so far as 
the good of the country is concerned. 


The question is, where do we go from 


here? Do we hound Henry out the door 
with his policies and return to the old days 
of unreasoned confrontation or do we con- 
tinue to recognize the face-off of strategic 
equals and try to deal with it as sanely as 
possible?

that he is passing out goodies to 
everyone. That, too, is part of 
the office. A tornado in 
Oklahoma or Michigan gets the 
federal beneficence that goes 
with the declaration of a disaster 
area. Ford is doing no more than 
that which other presidents have 
done since the power of the of- 
fice became so inflated. 


Rather than attacking his 


challenger, it seems to me the 
President might have been 
better advised to ignore him. His 
statement about the dangers of 
divisiveness in a prolonged 
primary contains a lot of truth in 
a party with fewer than 20cr of 
the electorate. 


A little history throws a

S.S. Frauds 


WASHINGTON - Millions of dollars in fraudulent Social 


Security payments are doled out each year to Americans living 
abroad and to foreigners with past U.S. employment records. 


Investigators turned up one Mexican entrepreneur, named 


Benjamin Herrera Florez, who forged false Social Security 
claims for a fee. He actually had the audacity to advertise on the 
radio, they- reported, that he would "fix papers for anyone with 
a problem regarding United States pensions " 


Each month, the Social Security Administration pays out 


more than $43 million a month to about 300,000 beneficiaries in 
100 countries. Validation surveys of 10 foreign countries are con- 
ducted every four years. 


The latest report states that "significant overpayments" 


were discovered in Greece. Mexico and the Philippines. Typical 
are these excerpts from the report on Mexico: 


—Nearly $4 million a month is paid to 40,388 beneficiaries 


in Mexico. The report reveals they collected $1.8 million in over- 
payments during a seven-year period. 


—Many are collecting retirement benefits, although they 


have neglected to retire. Investigators discovered, for example, 
that some Mexican vendors who sold souvenirs to American 
tourists had an illegal side income from U.S. Social Security. 


—Child support checks went to 2.213 alleged mothers who 


actually had no children in their care. In other cases, the 
children had died, but the mothers went on collecting the child 
care. 


—In one fraud case, a baptismal certificate showed a son's 


birth date to be June 27,1955. But "upon attempting to verify 
the document," states the report, "it was learned that the child 
actually had been born on June 27,1935, and had died in 1938." 
The unscrupulous parent pocketed $1,545 in overpayments. 


A spokesman for the Social Security Administration told us 


the amount of overpayments, although huge, is relatively small 
compared with the annual $91.4 billion paid out in benefits 
around the world. The Mexican government cooperated in the 
investigation.

Social Security Running Into Snags 


WASHINGTON - 
Yesterday's 


promises are coming to haunt the pension 
plans of American workers. From 
business magazines and the insurance in- 
dustry, even from Congress, come reports 
that retirement benefits are growing 
costlier than the future ability of many 
pension sponsors to pay for them. This 
situation is not confined to private in- 
dustry. It applies in varying degrees of 
alarm also to city, slate and federal 
governments. 


The biggest pension system of all, 


Social Security-, appears to be the most 
troubled about the future. The Social 
Security Administration pays S5.7-billion 
a month to almost 32 million retired or 
disabled Americans, their dependents 
and survivors. They represent one 
American in every seven, and their 
number is growing faster than the propor- 
tionate growth in population. 


Payroll-tax increases have been im- 


posed repeatedly in recent years to 
finance Social Security benefits but more 
funds are needed. President Ford 
proposed in this year's State of the Union 
address that beginning next Jan. 1 the 
combined tax on employes and employers 
be raised to 12.3^, up from 11.7%. An 
election-year Congress has been reluctant 
to act. 
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Citing the high cost of financing the 


Social Security System, state employes in 
Alaska last December filed notice they 
wanted to withdraw. New York City- 
followed suit — provisionally — on March 
23. Nine million state and municipal 
workers belong to the system voluntarily 
and. unlike persons in private industry, 
many opt out. Fewer than 100.000 had 
done so over the years through 1975, but 
at the year's end 322 withdrawal notices 
were pending that affected more than 50,- 
000 participants. 


Two factors other than financing may 


be behind the withdrawal movement. 
Social Security rights become fully vested 
after 10 years and, according to a con- 
sulting actuary, "you ought to get out if 
you have the option, because you'll have 
much bigger benefits elsewhere." Bigger 
benefits are frequently offered by city 
and state governments — often to then- 
regret, it seems. 


Gov. George C. Wallace warns that 


Alabama "may pension itself into 
bankruptcy," and the Boston Globe 
describes pensions as perhaps "the 
biggest fiscal problem Massachusetts will 
face in the next decade." Retirement 
benefits for public employes in New York 
state have been so generous, a study com- 
mission has reported to Albany, that 20 to 
35Cc of the retirees have more to spend 
than when they were working. 
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Congress has warned the District of 


Columbia to cut its rising pension costs. 
But the law-makers have been unwilling 


to do the same in a matter of their own 
making: Civil Service retirement benefits 
grew from $1.4 billion 10 years ago to 
$7.2 billion in fiscal year 1975 and are 
expected to double by 1980. Military 
retirement outlays, some $6.3 billion in 
1975, are such that the career soldier is 
likely to receive twice as much in retire- 
ment as he did on duty. 


Pensions paid in private industry — 


these cover two-thirds of all non-farm 
employes — have not been so favorable. 
The U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports that among 144 major plans it 
routinely monitors, benefit increases 
have lagged behind inflation. Moreover, 
after years of rapid growth, only half as 
many new pension plans were created in 
1975 as the year before. About 5,000 com- 
panies, most of them small, terminated 
existing plans. Both the economy and a 
new federal regulatory act have been 
blamed for this turn of events.

Power Of Incumbency 


WASHINGTON - As each day 
of this slightly farc ical campaign 
goes by, one fact becomes more 
and more evident. That is the 
power of incumbency. The 
President of the United States 
has a long reach that no aspirant 
for the office can possibly equal. 
What is more, 1 doubt that the 
anti-Washington mood works 
against Gerald Ford to any 
senous consequence. He is the 
man from Grand Rapids who 
wants to set things in the capital 
straight, to cut back on the spen- 
ding and 
to 
curb 
the 
bureaucrats. This may be put 
down as political rhetoric but it 
accords with the distrust of big 
government that is the theme of 
conservative candidates on both 
sides of the political fence 


Ford has made some excellent 
appointments that resounded to 
his credit in the flow of the 
news. Naming Mrs. Aon 
Armstrong as ambassador to Bri­ 
tain was a 10-stroke, certain to 
please the women’s libbers. She 
is attractive, intelligent, and 
photogenic in the setting of 
troubled London.

Ford filled the first Supreme 
Court vacancy with an able 
professional picked iron the 
appeals court bench, John Paul 
Stevens. Members of the bar, 
regardless of their political per­ 
suasion, believe he will become 
a distinguished justice beyond 
mere professionalism and the 
convictions he may have brought 
to the high court. 
Ronald Reagan, Ford’s rival 
for the nomination, complains 


that he is passing out goodies to 
everyone. That, too, is part of 
the office. A tornado in 
Oklahoma or Michigan gets the 
federal beneficence that goes 
with the declaration of a disaster 
area. Ford is doing no more than 
that which other presidents have 
done since the power of the of­ 
fice became so inflated. 
Rather than attacking his 
challenger, it seems to me the 
President might have been 
better advised to ignore him. His 
statement about the dangers of 
divisiveness in a prolonged 
primary contains a lot of truth in 
a party with fewer than 20% of 
the electorate. 
A little history throws a 
revealing light on what is 
happening today. Only twice in 
this century has an incumbent 
President been voted out of of­ 
fice. William Howard Taft’s 
defeat by Woodrow Wilson was 
inevitable when Theodore 
Roosevelt bolted the GOP to run 
as the nominee of his own Bull 
Moose party That was in 1912. 


In the midst of the worst 
depression this country has ever 
known, Herbert Hoover in 1922 
lost to Franklin Roosevelt.

WASHINGTON - Millions of dollars in fraudulent Social 
Security payments are doled out each year to Americans living 
abroad and to foreigners with past U.S. employment records. 
Investigators turned up one Mexican entrepreneur, named 
Benjamin Herrera Florez, who forged false Social Security 
claims for a fee. He actually had the audacity to advertise on the 
radio, they reported, that he would ‘‘fix papers for anyone with 
a problem regarding United States pensions. 
Each month, the Social Security Administration pays out 
more than $43 million a month to about 300,000 beneficiaries in 
100 countries. Validation surveys of 10 foreign countries are con­ 
ducted every four years. 
The latest report states that "significant overpayments 
were discovered in Greece, Mexico and the Philippines. Typical 
are these excerpts from the report on Mexico: 


—Nearly $4 million a month is paid to 40,388 beneficiaries 
in Mexico. The report reveals they collected $1.8 million in over­ 
payments during a seven-year period. 


-Many are collecting retirement benefits, although they 
have neglected to retire. Investigators discovered, for example, 
that some Mexican vendors who sold souvenirs to American 
tourists had an illegal side income from U.S. Social Security. 


-Child support checks went to 2,213 alleged mothers who 
actually had no children in their care. In other cases, the 
children had died, but the mothers went on collecting the child 
care. 


—In one fraud case, a baptismal certificate showed a son’s 
birth date to be June 27, 1955. But “upon attempting to verify 
the document,” states the report, "it was learned that the child 
actually had been born on June 27,1935, and had died in 1938.” 
The unscrupulous parent pocketed $1,545 in overpayments. 


A spokesman for the Social Security Administration told us 
the amount of overpayments, although huge, is relatively small 
compared with the annual $91,4 billion paid out in benefits 
around the world. The Mexican government cooperated in the 
investigation.

Social Security Running Into Snags 


WASHINGTON - Yesterday's 
promises are coming to haunt the pension 
plans of American workers. From 
business magazines and the insurance in­ 
dustry, even from Congress, come reports 
that retirement benefits are growing 
costlier than the future ability of many 
pension sponsors to pay for them. This 
situation is not confined to private in­ 
dustry. It applies in varying degrees of 
alarm also to city, state and federal 
governments. 


The biggest pension system of all, 
Social Security, appears to be the most 
troubled about the future. The Social 
Security Administration pays $5.7-biltion 
a month to almost 32 million retired or 
disabled Americans, their dependents 
and survivors. They represent one 
American in every seven, and their 
number Ls growing faster than the propor­ 
tionate growth in population. 


Payroll-tax increases have been im­ 


posed repeatedly in recent years to 
finance Social Security benefits but more 
funds are needed. President Ford 
proposed in this year’s State of the Union 
address that beginning next Jan. 1 the 
combined tax on employes and employers 
be raised to 1 2.3%, up from 11.7%. An 
eleetion-year Congress has been reluctant 
to act.

Citing the high cost of financing the 
Social Security System, state employes in 
Alaska last December filed notice they 
wanted to withdraw New York City 
followed suit — provisionally — on March 
23. 
Nine million state and municipal 
workers belong to the system voluntarily 
and. unlike persons in private industry, 
many opt out. Fewer than 100.000 had 
done so over the years through 1975, but 
at the year’s end 322 withdrawal notices 
were pending that affected more than 50,- 
000 participants. 
Two factors other than financing may 


be behind the withdrawal movement. 
Social Security rights become fully vested 
after 10 years and, according to a con­ 
sulting actuary, “you ought to get out if 
you have the option, because you’ll have 
much bigger benefits elsewhere.” Bigger 
benefits are frequently offered by city 
and state governments — often to their 
regret, it seems. 
Gov. George C. Wallace warns that 
Alabama “ may pension itself into 
bankruptcy,” and the Boston Globe 
describes pensions as perhaps “ the 
biggest fiscal problem Massachusetts will 
face in the next decade." Retirement 
benefits for public employes in New York 
state have been so generous, a study com­ 
mission has reported to Albany, that 20 to 
35% of the retirees have more to spend 
than when they were working.

Congress has warned the District of 
Columbia to cut its rising pension costs. 
But the law-makers have been unwilling 


to do the same in a matter of their own 
making: Civil Service retirement benefits 
grew from $1.4 billion 10 years ago to 
$7.2 billion in fiscal year 1975 and are 
expected to double by 1980. Military 
retirement outlays, some $6 .3 billion in 
19 75, are such that the career soldier is 
likely to receive twice as much in retire­ 
ment as he did on duty. 
Pensions paid in private industry — 
these cover two-thirds of all non-farm 
employes — have not been so favorable. 
The UJS, Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports that among 144 major plans it 
routinely monitors, benefit increases 
have lagged behind inflation. Moreover, 
after years of rapid growth, only half as 
many new pension plans were created in 
1975 as the year before. About 5.000 com­ 
panies, most of them small, terminated 
existing plans. Both the economy and a 
new federal regulatory act have been 
blamed for this turn of events.

When There's No Law To Break 


THE HAGUE — Inevitably the abs«ice 
of a code a t international law will destroy 
civilization's fabric if such a code is not 
first written and then accepted by the 
major nations which, despite their 
numerical inferiority, can still impose a 
majority consensus on the world. 
At present three particularly 
troublesome legal lacunae exist: a law 
sharing out the surface, subsurface and 
coastal wealth of the seas, a law defining 
frontiers of national air space and the 
borderline between this and international 
out« space; and, finally, a law specifying 
which nations shall not make or possess 
nuclear weapons 
In each category (and there are oth«s/ 
potential problems are swiftly changing 
into actual problems capable of 
shattering peace It is easy at least to give 
oversimplified explanations of the 
dangers in these particular instances For 
reasons of emphasis one may start the list 
backward.

ATOMIC LAW. There is no valid legal 
restriction preventing any nation from 
acquiring nuclear weapons, especially if 
they have not signed the non-proiif«ation 
treaty. Thirty years ago th«e was only 
one real A-bomb possessor, the U.S.A. 
Bertrand Russell even urged Washington 
to warn any aspiring copycat that it would 


be bombed back to the Stone Age. 


In short order Britain (Canada, as a 
potential player), Russia, France and 
eventually China joined the game. Since 
that phase we have wrung our hands 
while watching India, Israel and then 
Argentina, Pakistan, Brazil, Turkey, 
Taiwan and Libya either move toward 
possessing the deadliest weapons or talk 
about it. 


Indonesia, South Africa, Australia, 
Iran, South Korea and Japan can make 
their play whenever they want. It doesn’t 
really seem to matt« whether countries 
like Pakistan and Brazil have not signal' 
the non-proliferation treaty (which they 
haven’t) or whetha the International 
Atomic Energy Agency approves secret 
deals or doesn’t. Just a tiny nuclear 
warhead stockpile, like Israel’s, is enough 
to start a global conflagration.

SEA LAW. If it weren’t so tedious, the 
present Law of the Sea Conference in 
New York would scare many more peo­ 
ple than it has. Contradictory maritime 
interests are rapidly becomeing great 
current provocations 


Britain and tiny Iceland brawl con­ 
stantly about limits erf cod-fishing rights, 
with a constant threat that Reykjavik will 


puli out of NATO and unstopper the cork 
that closes the northeast Atlantic to 
Russia's war fleet. 


Greece and Turkey, officially allies, are 
semi-mobilized against each oth« over 
the question of surface and subsurface 
rights in the Aegean Sea, And steady 
expansion of accessibility to submarine 
petroleum riches and to nodules of 
valuable min«al deposits, encourages 
national rivalries 
Less than 30 years ago, the first ocean- 
bottom petroleum was drilled in the Gulf 
of Mexico (at less than 20 feet). Now it is 
estimated that 19% of proven oil res«ves 
and 12% of proven natural gas reserves 
lie submerged off continental coasts. This 
country’s Royal Dutch Shell has already 
drilled at a depth of more than 2,200 feet

AIR LAW, No law delimiting national 
air space yet ousts, save for the ancient 
Roman legal theory based on the assump­ 
tion that the earth was flat This stated 
(and states) “cujus est solum ejus est 
usque ad coelum et ad mf«os” , or he 
who owns the ground owns everything to 
the heavens and to the depths. 
The gaps are huge Th«e has never 
been an accepted international atomic 
law which would restrict the possibility 
that increasingly numerous possessors erf 


nuclear pistols might suddenly shoot 
from the hip. 
When Grotius (a Dutchman) for­ 
mulated a legal doctrine for freedom of 
the seas, national maritime suzerainty 
was limited to three miles out — the 
maximum range of cannon.

Beatrice - The proposed 


annexation of some 40 homes 
along a nearly two-mile strip of 
U S 77 south of here made it 
through first reading of the city 
council Monday, but only after 
lengthy and spirited debate 


Approximately 90 persons, 


many of them owning relatively 
new homes along the highway, 
filled the council chambers to 
protest the annexation The tract 
was the largest and most con- 
troversial of six recommended 
for annexation along the town's 
south border by the planning and 
zoning commission 


Although an attempt to 


expedite the measure failed, it 
cleared first reading on a 5-2 
vote Doug Probst and Ray 
Smith were opposed 


Cost $50,000 


Attorney Merrel Andersen, 


representing the half-mile of 
properties furthest from town, 
questioned whether that stretch 
could be considered "contiguous 
and adjacent" as required under 
annexation laws 
He also 


predicted the move would cost 
the aty some $90,000 to provide 
utilities while the revenue gam 
would be only 53,822 annually 
under present valuation 


But proponnents, led by 


Mayor Bob Sargent and Coun- 
cilman Bill Johnson, argued that 
much of the land is urban and 
annexation is needed to fully 
develop it The mayor also said 
owners who resisted coming into 
the city display a "selfish at- 
titude " 


"Men you divide the valua- 


tion among 40 homes, it will 
mean a lousy 60 bucks or so a 
vear in extra taxes," said 
Sargent 


' Most of you donate J60 a year 


to other causes and think 
nothing of it" 


Johnson, a one-time member 


of the planning and zoning com- 
mission, added that "I could go 
on and on with benefits you 
drive from the city " He credited 
extensive development along the 
highway to the north largely to 
annexation 


Andersen countered that a city 


"cannot annex for the purpose of 
increasing valuation, only for 
growth " 


Two Rejected 


Of the five smaller tracts in 


various locations off the 
highway two sailed through two 
readings unopposed, one made it 
to first reading and two were 
rejected 


Another issue generating con- 


siderable heat was the rejection

Plan Draws Protests

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — The proposed 
annexation of some 40 homes 
along a nearly two-mile strip of 
U.S. 77 south of here made it 
through first reading of the city 
council Monday, but only after 
lengthy and spirited debate. 
Approximately 90 persons, 
many of them owning relatively 
new homes along the highway, 
filled the council chambers to 
protest the annexation. The tract 
was the largest and most con­ 
troversial of six recommended 
for annexation along the town’s 
south border by the planning and 
zoning commission. 
Although an attempt to 
expedite the measure failed, it 
cleared first reading on a 5-2 
vote. Doug Probst and Ray 
Smith were opposed. 
Cost $90,000 
Attorney Merrel Andersen, 
representing the half-mile of 
properties furthest from town, 
questioned whether that stretch 
could be considered “contiguous 
and adjacent” as required under 
annexation laws. He also 
predicted the move would cost 
the dty some $90,000 to provide 
utilities while the revenue gain 
would be only $3,822 annually 
under present valuation. 
But proponnents, led by 
Mayor Bob Sargent and Coun­ 
cilman Bill Johnson, argued that 
much of the land is urban and 
annexation is needed to fully 
develop it. The mayor also said 
owners who resisted coming into 
the city display a “selfish at­ 
titude." 
“ When you divide the valua­ 
tion among 40 homes, it will 
mean a lousy 60 bucks or so a 
year in extra taxes,” said 
Sargent. 


“ Most of you donate $60 a year 
to other causes and think 
nothing of it.” 
Johnson, a one-time member 
of the planning and zoning com­ 
mission, added that “I could go 
on and on with benefits you 
drive from the city ” He credited 
extensive development along the 
highway to the north largely to 
annexation. 
Andersen countered that a city 
“cannot annex for the purpose of 
increasing valuation, only for 
growth.” 
Two Rejected 
Of the five smaller tracts in 
various locations off the 
highway, two sailed through two 
readings unopposed, one made it 
to first reading and two were 
rejected. 
Another issue generating con­ 
siderable heat was the rejection 
of William Jenks as the mayor’s 
appointee to a council vacancy 
through 1978. No councilman 
spoke against Jenks, who had 
served six years on the council 
previously, but he garnered only 
three of seven votes. 
Voting for approval were 
Johnson, Ray Smith and Gene 
Rupiper, Against were Probst, 
Harry Milke, Allen Grell and 
Ron Sohl. 
Describing Jenks as “a man 
who conducted himself with 
dignity and whose character is 
without question," Sargent was 
obviously irked by the rejection. 
At Johnson's suggestion that he 
let a 2nd Ward caucus select 
another man, the mayor said he 
would listen but “it’s still my 
privilege to make the choice.” 
The vacancy occurred when 
Rod Henning had to resign upon 
moving from the 2nd Ward. He 
has filed to run again from his 
changed residency.

Approx imately a half million 
acres of the state's best cropland 
can’t be irrigated until the power 
is restored to the pumps.

U S. District Judge Albert G. 
Schatz opened the proceedings, 
except for the plea bargaining 
sessions, to the press earlier 
Monday after barring reporters 
for two days. 
Dimauro Pleads Guilty 
During Monday afternoon 
negotiations between govern­ 
ment and defense attorneys, 
Ross J. Dimauro, also named in 
the five-count indictment as 
Socks 
and “Soddy,” pleaded 
guilty to one gambling charge 
which carries a maximum penal­ 
ty of five years in prison and a 
$20,000 fine. 
Dimauro admitted exchanging 
"line information related to 
football wagers.” 
Earlier Monday, Jack Robert 
Lindley, 38, pleaded no contest 
to a charge of making bets for 


himself and, with no agreement 
for compensation, made bets in 
behalf of others 
Douglas Wayne Brown, 29, ad­ 
mitting, "I am a bookmaker,” 
pleaded guilty to two gambling 
counts to “save the emotional 
strain of a jury trial.” 
Schatz denied defense motions 
to suppress all evidence the 
government achieved through 
court-authorized wire taps 
during the time of the alleged 
gambling operation from August 
1973, through January 1974. 
The judge also released infor­ 
mation from the closed hearings 
last week during which Kenneth 
Schneiderwind was sentenced to 
one year's probation for con­ 
ducting an illegal gambling 
business. Schatz also fined 
Schneiderwind $2,500 in addition 
to $70 in court costs. 
Scbechlinger Confesses 
The remaining information 
withheld last week was Nicholas 
Schechinger’s changing his plea 
from innocent to guilty on one 
count of gambling. 
“We know of no further plea 


bargaining negotiations at this 
time," an attorney involved in 
the case told UPI late Monday, 
“but that doesn't mean there 
won t be any . ” 
The remaining defendants had 
their cases disposed of prior to 
last week. 
On trial are John Salanitro, 
said to be the key defendant, 
Paul Cappellano Jr., also known 
in the indictment, as “ Boogers” , 
Maxie Abramson, Bert Reid 
Howard, Wayne Womochil, Gor­ 
don Olsen, also known as “Gor- 
dy”, Paul Cappellano Sr., also 
known as “ Moustache" and 
Frank A. Bonfiglio. 
In his plea, Schechlinger 
acknowledged 
communicating 
by telephone with Salanitro con­ 
cerning gambling information in 
Iowa and Nebraska. 
The indictment alleges the 
defendants used information 
supplied by Anthony Troia, then 
assistant Omaha city prosecutor, 
and other unnamed public 
employes to obstruct Omaha, 
state and federal gambling laws. 
The indictment alleged that in 


November 1973, Troia, an unin­ 
dicted co-conspirator, provided 
information to Howard about 
forthcoming raids to be con­ 
ducted by the Omaha Police 
Department. 


The indictment alleged 
Howard would provide alcoholic 
beverages, nightclub entertain­ 
ment, automobiles, and “other 
gratuities” to Troia and other 
government officials, and 
Salanitro and his “bookmaking 
agents” would accept and win 
wagers from the officials. 
However, the defendants would 
not, the indictment alleged, 
accept monetary payment for 
gambling losses the officials in­ 
curred. 


Four Excused 
Four of the initial 35 prospec­ 
tive jurors called were excused 
Monday for personal reasons. 


Schatz, who was said to be 
concerned about selecting an im­ 
partial jury, said attorneys had 
advised him the case would take 
about six weeks.

Omaha (AP) — In a move

Commissioner P. J. Morgan is 
seeking the Republican nomi­ 
nation for the House in the 2nd 
District, while Commissioner 
Daniel Lynch is seeking re-elec­ 
tion to the board. 


Lynch, Morgan and Commis­ 
sioner George Buglewicz voted 
for the exemption. 
Lynch said he has voted 
against the exemption in the 
past, but voted for the ex­ 
emption this year because of the 
arguments of Press Gub at­ 
torney Edward Shaftoo. 
Morgan said he views the club 
as different from a commercial 
eating place. 
Buglewicz said he has an at­ 
torney checking on state ex­ 
emption laws to see if a new 
system of exemption granting 
can be proposed - a system by 
which partial exemptions might 
be granted according to the 
deserving activities a group is in­ 
volved in. 
Albert, who said he is a char­ 
ter member of the club, said that 


in his mind, there is no question 
that the Press Club is not 
charitable, educational or 
religious organization, which can 
be granted exemptions under 
state law. 


Shafton told the board that he 
feels the club is being harassed 
because the club’s exemption 
has been reviewed three times in 
recent years. He also noted that 
the club gives scholarships, 
holds seminars and carries out 
other educational programs. 


Chief Deputy Assessor Robert 
Rice said he resents the harass­ 
ment accusations. 


The Press Gub exemption was 
considered this year because the 
law requires exemptions to be 
reviewed every fourth year, said 
Rice, adding that the two 
previous reviews were made 
because of official dis­ 
agreements as to whether the 
club was entitled to an exemp­ 
tion.

So, white I passed along the 
good wishes and ex pressions of 
concern, I am not willing to send 
along names and addresses. The 
opportu nity to write to me is 
open to any one who reads my 
colu mn, and there is a certain 
feeling of tru st b etween me and 
any one who does write, which I 
cherish and respect and will not 
b reach. 
I rememb er clearly my own 
ex perience when I was widowed 
at 30. There was one y ou ng 
widow in ou r town whom I 
knew. I longed to talk to her 
ab ou t her ex perience, b u t 
somehow she elu ded me, and I 
did not dare, as I wou ld today , 
come right ou t and ask her to sit 
down and talk to me. 
I ju st knew that she cou ld 
offer me some u sefu l insights 
ab ou t my own situ ation at that 
time 
Since then I hav e sat in on 
nu merou s widow seminars. I 
make it a point to tell the widow 
that I was one for 10 y ears, thu s 
answering their u nspoken qu es­ 
tion, “ What are y ou doing 
here?” Once they know that I 
hav e had life-ex perience as a 
widow, they are ab le to relate to 
me and we can ex change 
thou ghts and ex periences. 
This is the ex planation for the 
immediate su ccess of a special 
Widow-to-Widow grou p which is 
fu nctioning now in Eu gene, Ore. 
Both men and women who hav e 
b een b ereav ed b y the loss of a 
spou se participate, and the 
program sponsor, herself a 
widow, affirms the importance 
of a new widow or widower 
b eing ab le to talk to one who has 
b een there. The b ond is strong, 
and the help is real

The reactio n hasn’t exactly 
clo g g ed the LHA switchbo ard. 
But so me Arno ld Heig hts 
residents living in subsidized 
ho using insist this new po licy 
will create a hardship. 


They have co ntacted a myriad 
o f elected o fficials and represen­ 
tatives o f lo cal human service 
ag encies, and they plan to g et 
to g ether to discuss the situatio n 
at an April 15 meeting . 
Many o f tho se making waves 
live o n fo o d stamps and Aid to 
Families o f Dependent Children. 
Rent Reductio n Po ssible 
LHA has pro po sed that rents 


may be reduced to allo w fo r the 
increased co sts in utility 
payments. But no o ne kno ws yet 
ho w much that reductio n will 
be, LHA Directo r Dick Burke 
said. The ho using autho rity will 
g ive 60 days’ no tice o f chang es in 
charg es, he said. 


The 150 lo w-inco me residents 
fear their ADC payments will be 
reduced and the am o unt 
required to purchase fo o d 
stamps raised if rent is reduced. 
Utility co sts are no t co mputed 
fo r tho se purpo ses, they say. 
One wo man, a sing le parent 
with fo ur children, said she 
receives $261.05 a mo nth in 
ADC. Fro m that she pays $141 a 
mo nth fo r fo o d stamps and $8 4 
mo nthly fo r a three-bedro o m Ar­ 
no ld Heig hts LHA duplex. 


Last year she wo rked part- 
time, earning a to tal o f $2,38 0.

Police Fleet To Change Its Color

Even citizens who never brush 
clo ser with the law than a traffic 
ticket will no tice the newest 
‘ chang e anno unced by Linco ln 
Po lice. 
The o ld black-and-white 
cruisers ro aming the city 
g radually will be replaced by 
dark blue and white cars as the 
o ld o nes are traded in. 


T hat w ill be th e m o st 
no ticeable chang e resulting fro m 
a repo rt by a task fo rce o f 12 o f­ 
ficers who have been wo rking 
fo r several mo nths, acco rding to 
Po lite Chid Geo rg e Hansen, 
The department also will 
beg in purchasing co mpacts fo r 
use as unmarked po lice cars, 
Hansen said, and the number o f 
unmarked cars will be reduced 
fro m 26 to 20 because “we do n’t 
see the need fo r than. ” 
He said a po licy beg un last 
year o f purchasing intermediate 
instead o f full-size cars fo r 
cruiser duty will be co ntinued. 
Other chang es to be im­ 
plemented in co ming mo nths in- 
c lude 
ins ta lling 
fire 
exting uishers and first aid kits in 
cruisers and purchasing a mo re 
expensive set o f red lig hts fo r 
cruisers 
Hansen said the task fo rce 
justified the switch in car co lo r 
fo r several reaso ns, including the 
reaso n that the black-to p 


cruisers were to o ho t in the 
summer. 
Hansen said the task fo rce also 
fo und that the switch to dark 
blue cars with white do o rs and a 
white ro o f wo uld save mo ney. 
Abo ut $65 per car wo uld be 
saved in the co st o f repainting 
the cruisers fo r resale, abo ut $10 
wo uld be reduced in facto ry 
price and abo ut $14 will be saved 
by eliminating so me painted 
lettering and using a department 
decal o n the do o r, Hansen said. 
Hansen said the new co lo rs 
wo uld be mo re co nspicuo us than 
the black and whites. 
The department also will be 
purchasing a different type o f 
red lig hts fo r cruiser to ps that 
Hansen said co st abo ut $30 mo re 
per car. 
Sg t, Do n Ahlberg o f the task 
fo rce said the new set o f lig hts 
has blinking red lig hts which 
shine o nly fo rw ard and 
backwards in additio n to the 
^evo lving red lig hts 
This allo ws po lice to sto p a car 
in a residential neig hbo rho o d 
witho ut sending red beams 
thro ug h windo ws, he said. 
Ahlberg also said the new 
lig hts are easier to service. Each 
lig ht has an electric mo to r that 
can be remo ved separately fo r 
repair. The present lig hts have 
o ne mo to r with a chain drive 
meaning the entier car is o ut o f 
actio n when the lig ht is repaired, 
he said. 


The new blue cars will no t 
sho w up o n the streets until late 
fall, when 16 o f the 47 black and 
w hite cruisers are to be 
replaced. 
Because the new co lo rs are 
being phased in g radually there 
is so mething to co nso le tho se 
who find themselves o utside the 
law. 
Fo r the next few years the Lin­ 
co ln po lice fo rce will be black 
and blue. 


energ y lo ss,“ said Clancy 
Wo o lman o f Ceng as. “They will 
pro bably need so me insulatio n.” 
LHA “utility bills — g as and 
electricity — have un "upwards 
o f $20,000 per mo nth fo r the 48 9

LHA o fficials say the shift to 
having tenants pay their o wn 
bills stems fro m the natio nal 
energ y o utlo o k. 
“Natio nwide everyo ne kno ws 
the need fo r co nservatio n o f 
energ y,” Burke said, “and the 
best way to co nserve is to make 
the user invo lved in so me deg ree 
financially." 
Plainly spo ken, if a perso n has 
to pay fo r his bills, he will be 
mo re likely to turn o ff unused 
lig hts o r keep the thermo stat 
lo wer in the winter, hig her in the 
summer. Natio nal data has 
“pro ven that,” Euler said.

The City Council rejected 4-3 


the application for a change of 
lone to commercial use on a 5.7- 
acre tract. 


Council members Sue Bailey, 


Dick Baker, Bob Jeambey and 
John Robinson voted against the 
proposal. Councilmen Steve 
Cook, Max Denney and Bob 
Sikyta supported it. 


A council majority made its 


decision despite attorney Norm 
Krivosha's contention that the 
building would spur residential 
growth in the area, not deter it. 


Found Inappropriate 


Both Planning Director Doug 


Brogden and consultants Barton- 
Aschman Associates of Chicago 
concluded the commercial office 
zoning was inappropriate. The 
council asked Barton-Aschman 
to make a recommendation 
since the firm is updating the 
Comprehensive Plan. 


The planning commission, 


however, recommended ap- 
proval. 


Sikyta Eyes 
State Street 
Action Plan 


Councilman Bob Sikyta has 


dropped his plans to scratch Lin- 
coln's Street Action Plan. 


Instead, he informed fellow 


lawmakers Monday, he intends 
to introduce legislation next 
week substituting the state's ac- 
tion plan for Lincoln's plan. 


Sikyta said the state's plan out- 


lining how street improvement 
projects are handled is less 
restrictive than Lincoln's. Every 
other city and county in 
Nebraska — except Lincoln —. 
has adopted the state's plan, he 
said. 


Last week's council action 


restricting the width of Fremont 
St. to 38 feet prompted Sikyta's 
action. He felt the council was 
ignoring the procedures set 
down in the city's plan. 


Councilwoman Sue Bailey said 


she thinks there's "a gross mis- 
understanding" over the pur- 
pose of the Street Action Plan, 
adopted in 1974. 


She said the plan is "not there 


to advise the council'' but to give 
citizens a vehicle to have their 
opinions taken into account in 
the early stages of street plan- 
ning. 


The council will discuss 


Sikyta's proposal again next 
Monday. 


Not satisfied with Barton- 


Aschman's report, Krivosha, 
who represents the insurance 
company, hired a Minneapolis 
consultant, Carl R. Dale, to 
review the application. 


Said Suitable 


Unlike Barton-Aschman, Dale 


found Farm Bureau's proposal 
to be a suitable use for the loca- 
tion. Dale said the entire area 
around 1st and Superior should 
be studied under a planned unit 
development (PUD) concept. 


Krivosha also testified that 


two real estate brokers could not 
find another suitable location 
already zoned for business. 
Brogden claimed there are other 
locations. 


Local builder Harold Heiser 


said he would build homes in the 
area if the Farm Bureau con- 
structed its office building. 
Krivosha said the insurance 
company would anchor the area, 
assuring future development. 


Both Sikyta and Baker blasted 


the planning department for 
failing to draw up a plan for the 
area. 


Denney said the city was 


making a "big mistake" in 
denying the application. "We 
talk a lot about wanting to keep 
business in Lincoln. This is a 
chance to do it," he said. 


'Nothing To Change Mind' 
Baker, who has voted against 


the application twice before, 
said, "I haven't seen anything to 
change my mind from two years 
ago." He asserted that should 
Farm Bureau be allowed to 
build, other applications for 
commercial use would follow. 


In another zoning matter, the 


council delayed action on 
developer John Hoppe's applica- 
tion to rezone five acres of land 
at 27th and Old Cheney Rd. for 
a neighborhood shopping center. 


The council said it should have 


progressed enough on updating 
the Comprehensive Plan in 
another 120 days to make a deci- 
sion on the zoning matter. 


Deferral Recommended 


Brogden had recommended 


deferral of the application until 
the Comprehensive Plan is 
finished. The preliminary land 
use plan shows the construction 
of a "community" sized shop- 
ping center on the southeast cor- 
ner of the intersection. Hoppe's 
request is for the northeast cor- 
ner. 


Jeambey pointed out that 


Hoppe's plans to build homes 
east of the inersection along Old 
Cheney and the proposed shop- 
ping center conform "almost 
exactly" to the 1961 Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 


Only Mrs. Bailey voted against 


the delay. Cook declared a con- 
flict of interest and did not vote.

Lawmakers Ponder 
Restroom Question 


Apparently the only controver- 


sial item in the city's new infor- 
mation center proposed for 
downtown Lincoln is the 
number of restrooms which will 
have to be provided. 


The City Council authorized 


the administration Monday to 
open the combination informa- 
tion center and senior citizens 
lounge in the former Schiff Shoe 
Store, at 1125 0 St The city owns 
the building. 


The building will have displays 


on downtown redevelopment 
projects, information posted by 
city departments and a lounge 
for the elderly. 


A restroom would be built on 


the first floor. Planning Director 
Doug Brogden reported. 


However. Councilman Dick 


Baker said the city should follow 
the procedures it imposes on 
private developers and build two 
toilet rooms: one for men and 
one for women. 


Brogden noted there is a 


restroom in the basement. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis said the 


first floor toilet would be just for 
people who are handicapped. 


Councilman Max Denney 


wondered if it would be dis- 
criminatory to make the men 
use the downstairs "John," while 
Mrs. Boosalis figured the women 
were hardy enough to trek down 
the stairs to the basement facili- 
ty 


With instructions to staff to 


resolve the toilet issue, the coun- 
cil chose a remodeling plan 
which will cost $11,840. The 
council already has budgeted 
money for the information 
center. 


The center will operate out of 


the shoe store for a maximum of 
two years, by which time the city 
hopes to start building the Cen- 
trum on the block. 


Councilman Bob Jeambey 


urged the administration to con- 
sider modifying Centrum plans 
to include such a center in the 
Centrum. No such center is now 
planned. 


City lawmakers unanimously 


approved the mayor's appoint- 
ment of Barbara Lautzenheiser 
to the Lincoln Electric System 
Administrative Board Monday. 


Mrs. Lautzenheiser, a vice 


president of Bankers Life 
Nebraska, will replace Nick 
Bashara who resigned from the 
board. Her term will expire on 
-Dec. 14, 1976. 


In other business, the council 


said it would support state 
legislation to preserve an 
adequate supply of ground water 
in the Lower Platte River basin. 
The statement of intent was 
made at the request of Sarpy 
County officials. 


They are concerned about Lin- 


coln's plans to buy 950 acres of 
land along the Platte River for 
expansion of the city's water 
wells. A committee of Lincoln 
and Sarpy County officials is 
working on the problem. 


The council also will hold a 


hearing next week on a proposal 
to repeal a city law which allows 
the mayor to issue permits for 
people to carry concealed 
weapons. The city ordinance 
conflicts with state law, which 
classifies the offense as a felony. 
The city law says it is a mis- 
demeanor.

Senate and House of 
Representatives to nullify an 
FCC ruling allowing businesses 
and individuals to interconnect 
equipment not supplied from the 
telephone companies with the 
nationwide telephone network. 


Dave Baker, representing 


rnited Telephone Co. of the 
">Vest. said, "We will be en- 
•uuraging our Nebraska con- 


gressional delegation to actively 
and visibly support this 
legislation." 


The telephone companies' ef- 


forts are as much in the public's 
interest as in the firms' interests, 
he said. 


As explained by the firms, the 


FCC rule will create competition 
between the telephone com- 
panies and private electronic 
manufactures and outlets to sell 
telecommunications equipment. 


Instead of paying a rental to 


telephone companies for the 
equipment, those who supply 
their own equipment will pay 
only for the services used. 


Telephone company officials 


said this alternative will appeal 
to large commercial telephone 
users who have been subsidizing 
the service given residential and 
small business users through 
higher rates. If commercial 
users use their own equipment, 
this subsidy will vanish and the 
general public will have to ab- 
sorb the costs, they said. 


In addition, the competition, 


they said, will lead to the con- 
nection of inferior quality 
devices and thus hurt service. 


Geist, who described himself 


as "unhappy and bitter" over 
the FCC decision, said the FCC 
in effect has allowed these 
specialized communications 
firms to "skim th cream" off the 
market. 


While some may view 
com- 


petition as healthy. Geist said 
the FCC is not truly allowing 
competition. Competition im- 
plies a freedom to enter the 
marketplace as well as leave it. 


"We have no right to exit from 


the market." Geist said. 


"The FCC has completely ig- 


nored the economics behind its 
decision." 


The FCC rule will be im- 


plemented during the current 
year. 


The Nebraska Public Sen-ice 


Commission ha supported the 
telephone companies' position 
and asked the FCC to recon- 
sider.

said this alternative will appeal

users use their own equipment, 
this subsidy will vanish and the 
general public will have to ab­ 
sorb the costs, they said. 
In addition, the competition, 


they said, will lead to the con­ 
nection of inferior quality 
devices and thus hurt service. 


Geist, who described himself 


as “ unhappy and bitter“ over 
the FCC decision, said the FCC 
in effect has allowed these 
specialized 
communications 


firms to “ skim th cream” off the 
market 
While some may view com­ 
petition as healthy, Geist said 
the FCC is not truly allowing 
competition. 
Competition im­ 
plies a freedom to enter the 
marketplace as well as leave it. 


“ We have no right to exit from 


the market. ” Geist said. 
“ The FCC has completely ig­ 
nored the economics behind its 
decision.” 
The FCC rule will be im­ 
plemented during the current 
year.

Every Sunday Afternoon

racing," Leikam said. "The track can hold 
enough moisture during the day until May 
or June when the days start getting hot." 


Along with the muffler rule, Leikam also 


said that Midwest would not permit the 
high-rise manifolds on this year's cars. 
"That will make for closer competition and 
we won't have one or two guys running off 
and hiding from the pack like before," 
Leikam said. "Owning and operating one 
of those manifolds is also a big expense 
that a lot of the car owners can't afford." 


Besides the regular Sunday racing. 


Midwest is also planning another Tn-City 
Challenge race with Grand Island and 
Sunset Speedway in Omaha. "We'll have an 
invitational race for all the top drivers in 
the area and we are currently planning a 
powder puff race for later in the season," 
said Leikam. "There may be some other 
specials too." 


"We averaged purses of about $2,000 last 


year and its looks like we'll be able to im- 


prove that some, depending on the gate 
this year." said Leikam. 


Harvey Kropp. operator of Eagle 


Raceway, will open the spnnt car racing 
season on May 2 but will be opening for 
competition of another kind on April 25. 
"We plan to have a 4-wheel drive pickup 
pull like the tractor pull in the State Fair," 
said Kropp. 


$100 First Prize 


"There will be three weight classes with 


a $100 first prize (tentatively) in each 
class," said Kropp. "There's a $10 entry fee 
and any four-wheel drive vehicle is 
eligible." The 'pull' is slated for 1-30 p.m. 


Kropp pians to reinstate time trials for 


the sprint car racing every Sunday, with 
consolation, B-feature and A-feature 
races. 


"We're also working on a deal where we 


have four-week 50-lap features capped by a 
200-lap feature on July 4 as a Bicentennial 
special," said Kropp. 


"We're working on a lot of new things to

"Now," said Buffalo Sabres left wing Richard Martin, "the 


real big one starts." 


"The big one" is Martin's description of the National 


Hockey League's Stanley Cup playoffs, which begin Tuesday 
night with the first games of the preliminary round series. 
The)' will pit the Sabres against the Blues in St. Louis, the 
Vancouver Canucks against the New York Islanders at 
Uniondale, N Y., the Atlanta Flames against the Kings at 
Los Angeles, and the Pittsburgh Penguins against the Maple 
Leafs in Toronto. 


But Tuesday's first game in the best-of-three series 


perhaps is the most ironic for the Sabres, because they 
labored all season to gain enough points for the home-ice ad- 
vantage— only to see a National Basketball Association game 
booked into their Memorial Auditorium home. 


"Well, things happen," philosophized Sabres Coach Floyd 


Smith. "You just have to accept them." 


So, instead of playing the crucial first game of the short 


series at home, the Sabres will host the second—and. if 
necessary, the third—game of the series that will decide 
which clubs advance to the best-of-seven quarter-final 
round—jomi n g division championship teams which 
received earned byes. 


Those clubs are the Montreal Canadiens, Boston Bruins, 


Chicago Black Hawks and defending champion Philadelphia 
Flyers, who will begin a quest for their third con- 
secutive Stanley Cup title after the first round is completed. 


As usual, there will be a debate about which is more bene- 


ficial: whether the week off is an advantage over keeping in 
condition with pressure playoff games. 


"It can either be a crutch or a blessing," says Flyers center 


Terry Crisp. "You can look at it whichever way you want. 
The biggest thing is to keep from going stale", it's the 
drudgery of practicing and waiting that kills you.
